RECORD OF 
JUNIOR RESERVE 
To Editor Tribune: 

I have read with interest a letter 
signed ”D. R. H.” appearing in your 
Forum column under date of Janu¬ 
ary 18. We appreciate the publi¬ 
cation of such letters because- they 
stimulate continued action on the 
part of our good citizens and in¬ 
crease the moral support which the 
public gives to the East Bay Safety 
Council and kindred organizations. 

However, there was one error 
made by “D. R. H.” in his com¬ 
munication where he states that 
" The 

recentlyhad its first fatal accident 
in the fifth year of its existence.” 
As a matter of fact, not one single 
child has been killed on the way 
to or from school since 1927 at 
any crossing or intersection pa- 
troled by the Junior Traffic-r^Re- 
serve. In 1930 one child wagS^Hed 
by a drunken driver oq the" way 
home from one of oi^ ISast Oak¬ 
land schools where* thpy * have no 
unit of the Junior>Traffic Reserve. 
In 1932 one chttdjfras killed while 
crossing thq^sh^feet away from the 
intersecJUQgX&fter the hour when 
the Junior^Fraffic Reserve unit had 
gone off duty. In the five years 
preceding the institution of the 
Junior Traffic Reserve, fourteen 
children were killed on the way 
to or from school. This striking 
contrast speaks for itself. 

As a matter of interest, it might 
be added that the number of boys 
serving in the Junior Traffic Re¬ 
serve now number 1569, all under 
the supervision of two traffic offi¬ 
cers assigned to such duty, and 
under the leadership of Arthur W. 
Moore, as President of the Junior 
^Traffic Reserve.

Requests for full Information as 
to the formation and the operation 
of the reserve, which was organ¬ 
ized here by the Eastbay Safety 
Council, have poured into the re¬ 
serve’s offices from school officials, 
police chiefs and other public au¬ 
thorities from more than 2f cities 
during the past two months, it was 
announced. 

Willard E. Givens, superintend¬ 
ent of Oakland city schools, who 
has announced as “heartily in ac¬ 
cord with the work of the reserve,” 
has turned over to the offices of 
the Safety Council numerous re¬ 
quests which he himself has re¬ 
ceived regarding the junior traffic 
organization. 

Martinez school authorities and 
police officials in Solano County 
are the latest two groups to an¬ 
nounce plans for modeling traffic 
reserve groups after the Oakland 
organizations. 

“The traffic reserve has been in 
operation here since 1928 and not 
since that time has there been a 
single fatality at any of the schools 
where it operates,” President Moore 
said. “Two police officers, George 
L. Doolan and Carl L. Anderson, 
are assigned to active duty with 
the reserve, and operate out of the 
offices of the Safety Council.” 

Miss Florence I. Anderson, sec¬ 
retary of the Safety Council, a upit 
of the Community Chest, also serves 
in a similar capacity with the traf¬ 
fic reserve.

Members of Oakland’s junior traf¬ 
fic reserve, who guard the lives of 
the city’s school children from traf¬ 
fic dangers, will hold their annual 
review and inspection before civic, 
educational and public officials next 
Friday afternoon, it was announced 
today. 

The youths will march through 
the principal downtown streets, 
starting promptly at 2:15 o’clock, 
before gathering in the Municipal 
Auditorium Theater where Willard 
E. Givens, superintendent of schools, 
and others will make speeches and 
present efficiency awards to groups 
of reservists based on their record 
for the past year. 

It is expected that more than 1500 
members of the reserve will take 
part in the parade and the cere¬ 
monies immediately following in the 
Auditorium Theater. 

Public, business and educational 
officials will view the marching 
youths from a special reviewing 
stand on San Pablo Avenue be¬ 
tween Fourteenth and Fifteenth 
Streets. 

Chief of Police James T. Drew, 
Arthur W. Moore, president of the 
Junior Traffic Reserve; George 
Licktieg, president of the Eastbay 
Safety Council; Mayor Fred N. Mor- 
com, William Hamilton, chairman of 
the Board of Supervisors; City 
Manager Ossian E. Carr, members 
or the City Council; Superintendent

Chief of Police James T. Drew 
has assigned Police OffP-r George 
Wurthman to direct an3 manage 
the operations of the clubs in the 
hope that “future traffic accidents 
caused by school pupils, will be re- 
duced to a minimum.” 

He informed officials of the Safe- 
ty Council, a unit of the Com¬ 
munity Chest, that the formation 
of school traffic clubs should have 
many “far-reaching effects in the 
future conduct of Oakland’s pro- 
gram of traffic safety.” 

The Roosevelt High School stu¬ 
dents in launching their program, 
lave organized an executive com¬ 
mittee and officers to direct the 
club’s activities.

Mulford, vice-president; Nathalie 
Harde, secretary, and John MeWil- 
liams, reporter.
